Please replace paragraph [14] with the following paragraph: 

[0014] The preferred electronic dictionary dimensions are similar to that of a standard 
credit card. For example, the electronic dictionary can have the same or about the same height, 
width, and length of a credit card, though other dimensions can be used as well. For example, 
the electronic dictionary width can be twice that or half that of a credit card. In an example 
embodiment, the electronic dictionary has the following approximate dimensions: length 8.5 cm, 
height 5.4 cm, and width 2 emm, with a height to width ratio of approximately 2[[.]]7:1. This 
convenient shape and size of the electronic dictionary allows for storage in the credit card 
compartment of a wallet or purse. Further, as discussed below, an example embodiment of the 
electronic dictionary 100 has tapered edges that facilitate storage in a book as a bookmark or 
insertion into a purse or wallet credit card slot or holder. As will be discussed below, the 
dictionary 100 optionally can also be used with a lightweight and flexible "paper clip" that 
enables the user to clip the dictionary 100 to a page in a book or to a newspaper for easy 
reference.
